THE BIRTH OF CHRIST. 

Much Controversy Regarding the Begin- 
ning of the Oh lit I an I'm 

The date of the birth of Chriit, the 
heginning of the Christian ern, has 
been n matter of controvert) nndeven 
now may he con* idored as by no meanf 
Mitlt4| for equally reputable and re- 
liable authorities arc arrayed on each 
-i<!<\ Koine of tlic barf peiiolnrs mnin- 
lain that the birth of Christ occurred 
four years before the time at which it 
is supposed to have taken plaoo, and 
that, cnnfequently, this, the present 
year, is 1902, Instead of 18!)8. Oneof 
the reasons for thie belief is the fart 
that Luke mentions the birVh of 
Christ occurring at the time when Au- 
guslus had ordered a general poll tt» 
Irvied throughout the empire, the 
evangelist adding that this occurred 
when CjreniQI wn? governor of Syria, 
The allusion, however, is indefinite 
for although the date of the edict is 
supposed to he known, there is no cer- 
tainty that it" was carried out at the 
same time throughout the empire, 
Cyrenius is supposed by some au- 
thorities to have been twice governor 
of Syria, the first time for four year», 
from II. C. 4 to the year 1 of our era, 
the second time assuming office in A. 
D. G. The only census for Inxing pur- 
poses mentioned by historians at that 
time took place, according to our pr 
ent chronology, in A. 1). S or 10, hut 
to get round this difficulty the writers 
on the subject conjecture that the first 
census began B. 0. 4 and that the sec- 
ond mentioned by secular historian! 
was a completion or resumption of the 
first. The whole subject, howevei 
has no little DO Certainty, not to sa; 
mystery, about it, for the Christ iai 
era did not came into use even anion] 
ecclesiastics until the fashion was 
started by I)iniiv;iit.sExiguus,a monk 
of Syria, who began to use it about 
A. D. 527. It was introduced int< 
Italy near the close of that century 
and into France 100 years later. It did 
not make its appearance in England 
until A. D. G80 and the practiced 
ploying it in private correspondence 
did not become general in Eu 
until the fifteenth century. Cons 
ing the fact that with our lack 
means of obtaining information as to 
the dates of events which occurred 500 
years ago and the additional'fact that 
there is even now much dispute as to 
dates removed-by only a few centuries 
from our own, it is not strange that 
there should be some confusion with 
regard to the heginning of the Chris- 
tian era. — St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

CURE FOR OBESITY. 

Harmless Method That Has Been Practiced 
for Years. 

In the Maryland Medical Journal 
Cathell gives rules: fur the reduction 
of obesity which have been successful 
in his practice for many years. 

"Over-fatness" is commonly due, 
he says, to one of the following causes: 
Congenitally small lungs, with a de- 
fective oxygenating capacity; eating 
excessively of all kinds of food; want 
of lung-expandkig exercise; using al- 
coholic drinks to excess. 

Many of the drugs which have i 
known fat-reducing power exert an 
injurious action on the other tissues 
of the body, and if used persistently 
for any length of time or in efficient 
doses become dangerous to health 
While the various obseity cures arc 
so rigorous that few carry them out 
conscientiously, the treatment of tlu 
author is very simple: 

The patient has only to drink aftei 
each meal a glass of artificial Kit* 
ingen water,to be found at drug ■tore* 
and soda water fountains, and on tin 
succeeding day n glass of artificial 
vichy water also half an hour after 
each meal. This is to be continued 
week after week until the patient 
comes down to a normal degree ol 
stoutness, and the waters are then dis- 
continued. 

While taking the waters the person 
ihould keep a weekly record of hit 
weight, always using the same scales 
a mo clothing, and 
own sitisfactiou, 
lilt and hip meas- 
loss in Weight ev 
week, the amount 
f each Water should be made smaller; 

f the loss has not equaled two 
unds a week a lew tablcsjioonfuls 
n juice should be added to 
iss- of KUscngen water to in- 
crease its acidity, and a teaspoon ful 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia to the 
vichy to IncreiM its alkalinity. The 
diet should be light and contain onlj 
small amount! M fat, starch, lugtl 
and alcohol. Moderate outdoor oxer- 
i t ifcotiU he includ.d in the day'i 
programme. 

The mode of action of these water* 
taken in the manner de-cribed is not 
lear, hut their efficiency is too well 
stablishe d to admit of do ubt.
